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paradoxa, the differences are as follows. 

S. paradoxa. Head clavate, citron yellow. Ascospores 60-75 pm in length; 
central ellipsoidal cells commonly found. 

5. kibiana. Head oblong, ochraceous. Ascospores 30-40 pm in length; cen¬ 
tral ellipsoidal cells very rare. 

2) Auricularia fuscosuccinea (Mont.) Farlow. 

Hab. Growing on wood in the Kobayasi’s woods, Tamaniwa, Yamagata Pref. 
(Sept. 1973). 

This is the first record from Japan. 
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
